In June 2006, NOAA’s National Weather Service completed a routine, internal 
evaluation of its operations during Hurricane Katrina to highlight best practices 
and improve its effectiveness. A number of findings and recommendations were 
made. Particularly noteworthy were the following:

“Finding 10: Critical communications activities between offices were dependent 
on cell phones and HF amateur radio equipment. Satellite phones were not im- 
mediately available as a communications alternative. 


Recommendation 10: The NWS should identify and procure an alternative 
communications systems, such as HF amateur radio equipment, for its field 
offices. Alternate communications devices should be coordinated with emergency 
management agencies to ensure compatibility and inclusion in emergency opera- 
tions plans.“ (Service Assessment, Hurricane Katrina, p. 9) 


Acting upon this recommendation, the Eastern Region Office of the National 
Weather Service purchased a Kenwood TS-570DG HF radio for the Raleigh 
NWS for use in the event of disaster.

President Selene Montgomery KG4RMT, called the meeting to order at 7:00 pm.

Officers’ Reports
